The average price of wheat at the 
principal grain ports of England was 
exactly $1.50 per bushel. Rouen and 
Nantes are the cheapest wheat ports in 
France, namely, tl 48 and *1.50 per bushel 
respectively." 


Important facts are brought out in the 


report relating to ocean transportation 
and the comparative cost of freight from 
India, Russia and tho United States to 
Great Britain, and a table is given, show- 
ing, 
in comparison, the rules of freight 


for cereals during LI series of years from 
the three principal ports of British India, 
the great northern and southern ports of 
Russia, and the Atlantic and Pacific ports 
of the United States to Groat Britain. 
Of this table the committee says m 
part: "The general fact and the one 
of greatest importance to 
tho United 


States is the steady decline in the cost of 
transportation and the probability that 
with increased freight to carry, tho rate.s 
between Europe and the most important 
and nearest points to India (Kurrache and 
Bombay,) will continue, it will not be long 
before the cost of carrying wheat from 
India to Continental Europe and the Unit- 
ed Kingdom will be as low as between the 
Atlantic ports and those markets.''

WuHiNOTOif, Jan. 4.—Senator Aldrlch 


made public last night the report of the 
Benate committee on 
transportation

foreign countries. The report contains 
tabulated statements of the progress in 
production and transportation in tbe prin- 
cipal countries of the world. 


Efforts were made by tbe committee to 


group together the average yearly price 
of grain at the various grain centers In the 
United State* for a series of years, and 
show the difference In price per bushel at 
various 
pointa 
between these geo- 


graphical 
sections, 
which 
would 
represent, 
in 
a 
measure, 


the freight and the tendency of the rates 
of freight charges. It Is shown for ex- 
ample that the difference in the prices of 
corn between the Atlantic ports and the 
lakes have steadily declined from 21 cents 
per bushel In 1873 to 10 cents per bushel In 
JbSS; between Atlantic ports and western 
river ports from 19 cents in 1873 to 11 cents 
in 1S83. 
An attempt was made be the committee 


to ascertain the rates of freight from the 
principal intermediate points to the aea- 
board, and also from intermediate point* 
to the principal cities of various States. 
The investigation was conducted in hope 
of ascertaining facts in regard to the dif- 
ference between the rates charged for 
long hauls and short hauls and to throw 
light upon the vexed question of a long 
and a short haul. In relation to this in- 
quiry the committee says if the return: 
from which the above summary is con- 
structed may be relied on (and the com- 
mittee has been careful to select re- 
turns that appeared on their face correct) 
the rates for local freight are evidently 
levied on a somewhat general principle oJ 
what the traffic will bear. 


In Massachusetts, when terminals are 


taken into consideration, the cost of trans- 
porting a bushel of wheat Is more nearly 
equitable than in any other State repre- 
sented In the summary. Still, we find th( 
anomoly of a lesser rate for 36 miles thai 
for 15 miles. In Pennsylvania the loca!
